OF NEWS IN COLOR 


POPE PIUS XII LYING IN SOLEMN STATE 


Almost at the same moment in history the world 
saw the end of a great man and the beginning of 
a great exploration. To people on the spot— 
in St. Peter's or at Cape Canaveral—the colors 
in the scenes they witnessed were inseparable 
from the drama and significance. At the Pope's 
funeral (pp. 28-35) the colorful settings and 
robes emblazoned the continuing glory of the 
Church. At the launching of the moon rocket 
(pp. 120-134) the surgical green worn by engi- 
neers and the cold glistening body of the space 
vehicle bespoke the spirit of 
science reaching out into 
the unknown. 

When historians or artists 
chronicle events they invoke 
color to make their recrea- 
tions vivid. But in journal 
ism the technique of color 
engraving is only just com- 
ing into its own and LIFE 
has been a leader in extend- 
ing it. Except on a few pages 
it is still impossible to reproduce color anywhere 
near as quickly as black and white. Thus, a time- 
less subject like “Happiness” (pp. 86-95) was 
sent to press two months ago, But the Pope's 
funeral and the moon shoot, which have just 
happened, are recorded here in full color—al- 
most as fast as if they were in black and white. 

To do this, photographs were sped from Rome 
and Florida and were engraved and printed by 
modern techniques, developed for the most part 
by LIFE and its printers. As a result, here are 
historical events, fresh from 
the presses and fresh from 
their occurrence. 

When other news stories 
need color we try to print 
them on a fast schedule. 
The memory ofa great Amer- 
ican is captured in the pink 
marble of a newly complet- 
‘ed monument to Robert Taft 
in Washington (pp. 59, 60). 
And for another news story, 
the colors of cafes and circuses are shown in 
canvases which added to a festive reopening 
for the Museum of Modern Art (pp. 97-100). 

LIFE’s color is often, of course, the result 
of much meticulous preparation—as was Nina 
Leen’s poetic interpretation of happiness. Next 
week we have another prize product of long, 
carefully planned work. Part III of our series on 
Darwin's world of nature portrays in 13 pages 
‘of polychrome photographs and paintings the 
riotous iridescence of the tropical insect world.

MR. NIXON’S PARTY 


HIS BRAND OF MODERN POLITICS CAN DO MORE TO REVITALIZE IT THAN IKE’S POPULARITY 


From the Republican standpoint, it is too bad Vice President 
Nixon is not running for office this year: he has emerged as his 
party's most effective campaigner. But Democrats, Independ- 
ents and Americans in general might also spare a vote of thanks 
to Nixon—for until he began to point up the issues and inject 
a little zest into it, this campaign seemed on the point of boring 
the U.S, political system to death, 

‘The polls and prophets point to large Democratic majorities 
both in the House and in the Senate. As in 1948, there is a large 
undecided vote and an upset is possible, as Nixon keeps poi 
ing out. If it happens it will be as much Nixon’s doing as 1948 
was Truman’s. If it does not, Nixon's attempt to sharpen party 
lines and toughen debate in this apathetic year will still have 
helped to revitalize the two-party system. 


As always in an off-year election, national issues are warped 
hy local accidents. A handful of Republican individualists— 
Knowland in California, O'Neill in Ohio, Goldwater in Ari: 
—are campaigning so hard on the “right-to-work” i 
make it seem more national—and more Republican 
really is, By contrast Nelson Rockefeller, the Republicans’ 
brightest new face, hopes to win New York by avoiding issues 
that might stamp him as a Republican of any kind. All such 
variables apart, a national puzzle remains to be accounted for. 
‘The country is prosperous and at peace, crops are good and 
incomes are rising. Then why do the voters seem so set on 
voting against the Administration party? 

Lire asked its leading political correspondents for their an- 
swers. Our Atlanta bureau chief replied, “The Republicans are 
doing poorly in the South for one very basic reason: they are 
Republicans.” Other replies indicate that this reason holds out- 
side of the Solid South as well. Despite six years of Eisenhower, 
the old image of a stand-pat rich man’s G.O.P. remains fixed in 
the independent mind. Perhaps Ike's efforts to modernize the 
image have been too sporadic; perhaps the party’s troglodytes 
have made the job too tough. In any case the oldtime Republi- 
can religion, so irrelevant to the problems of the space age, 
gains nothing from the fact that the oldtime Democratic religion 
of the New and Fair Deal is irrelevant to 

What's boring people is the anachronism of these old battle 
cries and the scarcity of any new ones. And, if that’s the case, 
one could well argue the opposite of the Atlanta explana- 
tion: perhaps the Republicans are in trouble because they 
aren't Republican enougl 

‘That is Richard Nixon’s explanation, and he is doing his best 
to correct it, He is stumping the country to kindle his party's 
state organizations by reminding them that there is a modern 
Republican line and a modern Republican case. He is never 
anachronistic, and never guilty of those ponderous ineptitudes 
to which so many of his fellow Republicans are prone. On 
both of the campaign’s two major national s. he has taken 
a clear and professional Republican position, 
irst is the pocketbook issue. Nixon argues that Eisenhower's 
six years have been the most prosperous in our history; that 
there are more jobs at higher real wages today than ever; that 
personal income and savings are at their all-time peak. The 
party solons, after their recent White House meeting, managed 
to gum up this issue by warning the people against New Deal 
“socialism.” This label ill fits the type of “safe” and routine 
candidates (Frank Hogan, Tom Dodd, Pat Brown, et al.) the 
Democrats are putting forward in such numbers this year. But 
apart from that, the word is poor politics and Nixon eschews 
it. While attacking “the radical A.D.A. type of Democrat,” he 
concentrates on the real economic problem: how to control 


the swollen federal budget. Nixon says that Democratic {ree- 
spending will “raise your taxes, cheapen your money and stifle 
the new investment and enterprise which means more jobs and 
more progress for the American people.” The Republican record 
on this issue is certainly better than the Democratic: but Nixon 
makes the case still better by proposing a bold tax reform, which 
would inere: 


federal revenues, as well as prosperity, by stim- 
ulating jum business growth 

The recession left many voters with unpaid bills and the re- 
covery may be too late to do the Republicans much good. Union 
members, small farmers and lower income groups in general 
still think of the Republican party as big business's friend, not 
theirs. This old and potent political fact will change only as all 
classes come to know and feel their stake in the common pros: 
perity. Nixon’s reasoned preachments of progress and expansion 
are more likely to bring about this change than refighting the 
battles of the New and Fair Deal.

‘As for Nixon, some of his supposed well-wishers have been 
sympathizing with his supposed “dilemma”: that the partisan 
cs he must employ to kindle the Republican faithful in 
‘diminish his stature as a statesman and potential Pres- 
ident” in 1960. This is nonsense. Nixon is not running in a pop- 
ularity contest. He is a politician and a damn good one; and 
there are two fine old American institutions that stand in need 
of just that. One is the Republican party and the other is 
the Presidency. Nixon is doing all one man can to update 
and repoliticize his party. When—and if—his turn comes to 
lead that party, it will be a sharper and sounder instrument 
for his bid to lead the nation.

A GREAT, TRUE CONSERVATIVE 


Senator Taft was, in a way that few Americans have matched, the 
embodiment of a particular political philosophy. He was a true con- 
servative. “A conservative,” he once said, “is a man who will not 
change things until he studies things. The radical wants to change re- 
gardless. The vative is more attentive to the status quo.” 

The mark of Taft's conservatism was a susceptibility to change. 
He once helped kill a federal aid to education bill, restudied the meas- 
ure and then became its champion. Later, his support of public hous- 
ing, which he had once opposed, caused his colleague from Ohio, 
Senator John W. Bricker, to remark, only half in jest, The social- 
» Bob Taft.” 
I am a politician, not a philosopher,” Taft once said. The son of 

dent William Howard Taft, he was ideally suited by upbring- 
nd inclination for a political career. He played politics hard and 

ind realized that compromise was an integral part of the game. 
compromises left the fabric of his philosophy intact. It was 
the substance of politics that Taft loved rather than the superficial 
forms of backslapping and handshaking. He had a razor-sharp law- 
yer’s mind and a zeal for homework that enabled him to acquire an 
unequaled mastery of the myriad details of American government.

Even though Taft has been dead for five years, his influence on the 
party is as evident as ever. His name and philosophy still dominate 
a hard core of conservative Republicans, who remember him with 
affection and loyalt is gathered at the 
White House last week, they came up with a statement that was al- 
most pure Taft; “Either we Americans dedicate ourselves to strength- 
ening and preserving private enterprise, using the only dependable 
political instrument available—the Republican party—or we are cer- 
tain to go down the left lane which leads inescapably to socialism.” 
It clearly showed that Robert A, Taft, who could well have been 
used by his party in the flesh, was still very much present in spirit.

THE MONTGOMERY MEMOIRS: PART III 


ULGE, BITTERNES

Ending memoirs—and career—Monty tells how he stung U.S. generals, 


talks bluntly but warmly of Ike, lists changes NATO urgently needs 


by FIELD MARSHAL VISCOUNT MONTGOMERY OF ALAMEIN 


COPYRIGHT © I8H BY BERNARD LAW. VISCOUNT MONTGOMERY OF ALAMEIN 


tion, so I decided to fly up to Eindhoven and play a few holes of 

golf, But my game was soon interrupted bya message that the Ger- 
mans had launched a heavy attack on the front of the First American 
Army and the situation was obscure. | flew straight back to my head- 
quarters. 

A great bulge or salient was being made in the American line at the 
Ardennes Forest. The situation deteriorated rapidly and finally General 
Bradley’s 12th Army Group was split in two. At 10:30 a.m. on the 20th 
December, Eisenhower ordered me to take command at once of all 
American forces on the northern flank of the bulge. That order put two 
American armies under my command: the Ninth Army (Lieut. General 
William H. Simpson) on my immediate right and the First Army (Lieut. 
General Courtney H. Hodges) to the right of the Ninth Army. 

The First Army was fighting desperately. I left at noon for its HQ, 
where I had instructed the Ninth Army’s Simpson to meet me. I found 
the northern flank of the bulge was very disorganized. Neither army 
commander had seen Bradley or any senior member of his staff since the 
battle began, and they had no directive on which to work. 

The first thing to do was to see the battle on the northern flank as one 
whole, to ensure that the vital areas were held securely and to create 
reserves for counterattack. | embarked on these measures. 

I put British troops under command of the Ninth Army to fight along 
side American soldiers and had that army take over some of the First 
‘Army front. I positioned British troops as reserves behind the First and 
Ninth armies until such time as American reserves could be created. 
Slowly but surely the situation was held and then finally restored. Similar 
action was taken by Bradley with the Third Army on the southern flank 
of the bulge. 

I must mention a joke on my part which was not considered funny in 
Whitehall. The War Office was very naturally worried and I sent a tele- 
gram giving the whole story. The last sentence read: “*We cannot come 
out through Dunkirk this time as the Germans still hold that place.” My 
telegram was sent on to the prime minister but with the last sentence 
cut out! 

The Battle of the Bulge may be said to have ended in the middle of 
January. On the 14th January I sent a letter to General Bradley in which 
I wrote: 

“I would like to say two things: 

“‘First: what a great honor it has been for me to command such fine 
troops. 

“Second: how well they have all done. 

“It has been a great pleasure to work with Hodges and Simpson; 
both have done very well. 

“And the corps commanders in the First Army (Gerow, Collins, Ridg- 
way) have been quite magnificent; it must be most exceptional to find 
such a good lot of corps commanders gathered together in one army. 

“All of us in the northern side of the salient would like to say how 
much we have admired the operations that have been conducted on the 
southern side; if you had not held on firmly to Bastogne the whole situa- 
tion might have becomé very awkward. . . .” 

I sent a similar message to Eisenhower. 

1 was perturbed at this time about the sniping at Eisenhower which 
was going on in the British press. So I sent a message to the prime minis- 
ter and said that I proposed to deal with the story of the battle in a 
press conference. I would show how the whole Allied team rallied to the 
call and how teamwork saved a somewhat awkward situation. I sug- 
gested I should then put in a strong plea for Allied solidarity. The prime 


O: the morning of the 16th December 1944 I felt in need of relaxa- 
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minister agreed and said he felt what I proposed would be invaluable. 

Theld the conference. Many stories have been told about it, and many 
quotations have been taken out of their context and published. Nobody 
has ever published the full text of the notes from which I spoke and 
which were given to the press afterward. Here are pertinent excerpts: 
. » The Germans had broken right through a weak spot, and were 
heading for the Meuse. . .. As soon as I saw what was happening I took 
certain steps myself to ensure that .. . they would certainly not get over 
that river. ... 

“Then the situation began to deteriorate. But the whole Allied team 
rallied to meet the danger; national considerations were thrown over- 
board; General Eisenhower placed me in command of the whole north- 
ern front. . . . Today British divisions are fighting hard on the right 
flank of the First U.S. Army. You thus have the picture of British troops 
fighting on both sides of American forces who have suffered a hard a 
This is a fine Allied picture. . 

“The battle has been most interesting; I think possibly one of the 
most interesting and tricky battles I have ever handled, with great issues 
at stake. 

“The first thing to be dene was to ‘head off’ the enemy from the tender 
spots and vital places. Having done that successfully, the next thing was 
to ‘see him off,’ i.e., rope him in and make quite certain that he could 
not get to the places he wanted. . . . He is now being ‘written off,’ and 
heavy toll is being taken of his divisions by ground and air action. . . . 

“T shall always feel that Rundstedt was really beaten by the good fight- 
ing qualities of the American soldier and by the teamwork of the Allies. 

. [have spent my military career with the British soldier and I have 
come to love him with a great love; and I have now formed a very great 
affection and admiration for the American soldier. I salute the brave 
fighting men of America; | never want to fight alongside better soldiers. 

. It is teamwork that pulls you through dangerous times. . . . Noth- 
ing must be done by anyone that tends to break down the team spirit or 
our Allied team; if you try and ‘get at’ the captain of the team you are 
liable to induce a loss of confidence, and this may spread and have 
disastrous results. .. . 

“Let me tell you that the captain of our team is Eisenhower. I am 
absolutely devoted to Ike; we are the greatest of friends. It grieves me 
when I see uncomplimentary articles about him in the British press; he 
bears a great burden, he needs our fullest support, he has a right to 
expect it, and it is up to all of us to see that he gets it... .” 


The distortion that caused an uproar 


HAT I said in this conference was skillfully distorted by the enemy. 

Chester Wilmot says in Struggle for Europe that his dispatch to the 
BBC about it was intercepted by the German wireless, “rewritten to give 
it an anti-American bias and then broadcast by Arnhem Radio, which 
was then in Goebbels’ hands. Monitored at Bradley’s HQ, this broadcast 
was mistaken for a BBC transmission and it was this twisted text that 
started the uproar.” 

Distorted or not, I think now that I should never have held that press 
conference. So great was the feeling against me on the part of the Amer- 
ican generals that whatever I said was bound to be wrong. In contradis- 
tinction to the rather crestfallen American command I appeared, to the 
sensitive, to be triumphant—not over the Germans but over the Ameri- 
cans. This was a completely false picture. But I had also described the 
battle as “interesting.” Those who did not know me well could hardly 
be expected to share my professional interest in the art of war and were, 
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not unnaturally, aggrieved by this phraseology. They were too sore to 
find the battle “interesting” as an objective enterprise. 

What I could have said but did not say was that, in the Battle of 
the Ardennes, the Allies got a real “*bloody nose,” the Americans had 
nearly 80,000 casualties, and that it would never have happened if we 
had fought the campaign properly after the great victory in Nor- 
mandy, Furthermore, because of this unnecessary battle we lost some 
six weeks in time—with all that that entailed in political consequences 
as the end of the war drew nearer. 


URING the Battle of the Ardennes the remorseless march of 
vents had forced Eisenhower to [give me] operational command 
of the left flank of the Allies, with two American armies under my 
command. This could not have been very pleasant for my critics 
at Supreme Headquarters or for the American generals who op- 
posed my ideas. 

On the 28th December, Eisenhower visited the northern flank and 
I had a long talk with him. 1 again gave it as my opinion that the 
Ruhr was the immediate objective. All available power must be con- 
centrated to secure it. Operational control of the forces involved 
must be exercised by one commander. 

I reinforced these views in a letter to Eisenhower the next day: 

“When you and Bradley and myself met at Maastricht on 7 De- 
cember,” I wrote, “‘it was very clear to me that Bradley opposed any 
idea that I should have the operational control over his army group, 
so I did not then pursue the subject. 

“I therefore consider that it will be necessary for you to be very 
firm on the subject, and any loosely worded statement will be quite 
useless. ... I consider that if you merely use the word ‘coordi- 
nation’ it will Nor work. ... One commander must have powers 
to direct and control the operations. You cannot possibly do it 
yourself, and so you would have to nominate somebody else. . . .” 

After Eisenhower received my letter, he found waiting for him a 
telegram from General Marshall saying that the appointment of a 
British officer to hold operational command or control over Bradley 
would be entirely unacceptable in America. 

That finished the issue of operational control as far as 1 was con- 
cerned and I knew it would be useless to open it again. 

But other issues continued to arise. Eisenhower asked me to meet 
him on the 14th February. The British and American delegations 
to the Yalta Conference had been having preliminary talks on Malta 
on their way to the Crimea; certain remarks made there had been 
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0 reported to Ike. 1 wrote the following in my diary after he left: 
. . He said that the P.M. at Malta had told the President (or 
bas Marshall) that he (Ike) did not visit me enough, and implied that 
the British side of the party was being neglected. 
“This hurt him a good deal and he went on to say he was alw:

Y the 10th March, the troops of the Ninth American Army and 
21st Army Group were lined up along the west bank of the Rhine 
from Neussto Nijmegen. Meanwhile, on the 7th March, the First Ameri-

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once formed a bridgehead on the east bank. The importance of this 
bridgehead to our subsequent operations was very great. Not only 
did it lock up a considerable number of surviving enemy divisions in 
that area, but more important, it loosened up the whole campaign 
by providing a bridgehead which could be exploited at will. By the 
third week in March the Allied armies had closed to the Rhine 
throughout its length from Switzerland to the sea. 

On the 23rd March we began the crossing of the Rhine in strength 
on a wide front. Once over the Rhine I began to discuss future 
operational plans with Eisenhower. We had several meetings. I had 
always put Berlin as a priority objective. It was a political center and 
if we could beat the Russians to it things would be much easier for 
us in the postwar years. In his letter to me dated the 15th September 
1944 Eisenhower had agreed with me about the great importance of 
the German capital. But now he did not agree. His latest view was 
expressed in a message he sent me on the 31st March 1945, which 
ended with the following words: 

“You will note that in none of this do I mention Berlin. That place 
has become, so far as I am concerned, nothing but a geographical 
location, and I have never been interested in these. My purpose is to 
destroy the enemy’s forces and his powers to resist.”” 

It was useless for me to pursue the matter further. Anyhow it was 
now almost too late, 

But after the victory in Normandy my point was that the final de- 
feat of the German armed forces was imminent—in a few more 
months, The important point was therefore to ensure that when that 
day arrived we would have a political balance in Europe which would 
help us, the Western nations, to win the peace. That meant getting 
possession of certain political centers in Europe before the Russians 
—notably Vienna, Prague and Berlin. If the higher direction of the 
war had been handled properly by the political leaders of the West, 
ard suitable instructions given to Supreme Commanders, we could 
have grabbed all three before the Russians, But what happened? 

The possibility of seizing Vienna disappeared when it was decided 
to land in southern France. The troops for the landing were taken 
from Field Marshal Alexander's force in Italy and that put a brake on 
his operations. As regards Prague, the Third American Army was 
halted on the western frontier of Czechoslovakia toward the end of 
April, for reasons which I have never understood. Berlin was lost to us 
when we failed to make a sound operational plan in August 1944, 
after the victory in Normandy. 

The Americans could not understand that it was of little a to 
win the war strategically if we lost it politically, Because of this 
curious viewpoint we suffered accordingly from V-E Day onward, and 
are still so suffering. 

With the Rhine behind us we drove hard for the Baltic. By now 
the Germans had lost so heavily in personnel and territory that they 
could not again form and equip new divisions. Their cause was lost 
and the German war had reached its last moments. Hitler's Germany 
faced utter disaster. 


First word from the Germans 


VENTS now began to move rapidly. On the Ist May we picked 
up a German broadcast that Hitler had died and that Admiral 
Doenitz had succeeded him as Fiihrer. On the 3rd May, Field Marshal 
Keitel, chief of the German high command, sent a delegation to my 
headquarters on Liineburg Heath, with the consent of Doenitz, to 
‘open negotiations for surrender. The German officers were brought 
to my caravan site and were drawn up under the Union Jack, which 
was flying proudly in the breeze. | kept them waiting for a few min- 
utes and then came out of my caravan and walked toward them. 
They all saluted, under the Union Jack. It was a great moment: I 
knew the Germans had come to surrender and that the war was over. 

1 said to my interpreter, ‘Who are these men?” He told me. 

1 then said, ‘‘What do they want?” 

Admiral von Friedeburg, a member of the delegation, then read me 
a letter from Field Marshal Keitel offering to surrender to me the 
three German armies withdrawing in front of the Russians between 
Berlin and Rostock. I refused to consider this, saying that these 
armies should surrender to the Russians. I added that, of course, if 
any German soldiers came toward my front with their hands up they 
would automatically be taken prisoner. 

Von Friedeburg said it was unthinkable to surrender to the Rus- 
they were savages, and the German soldiers would be sent 
straight off to work in Russia. 

I said the Germans should have thought of all these things before 


they began the war and particularly before they attacked the Russians 


in June 1941, 
I then asked if they wanted to discuss the surrender of their forces 
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GERMAN SURRENDER on British front took place in a tent at Mont-

I then decided to spring something on them quickly. I said to Von 
Friedeburg, ‘Will you surrender to me all German for 
western and northern flanks, including all forces in Holl 
land with the Frisian Islands and Hel: 
Denmark? If you will do this, I will 3 
surrender of the enemy 
in support in Denmark. 

He said he could not agree to this. | then said that if the Germans 
refused to surrender | would order the fighting to continue. I next 
showed them on a map the actual battle situation on the whole west- 
ern front. They had no idea what this situation was and were very 
upset. They were convinced of the hopelessness of their cause but 
they. said they had no power to agree to my demands. They were, 
however, now prepared to recommend to Field Marshal Keitel the 
unconditional surrender of all the forces on the western and northern 
flanks of the 2Ist Army Group. Two of them would go back to see 
Keitel and bring back his agreement. 

I then drew up a document which summarized the decisions reached 
at our meeting, which I said must be signed by myself and Von 
Friedeburg, and could then be taken to Keitel and Doenitz. 

Twas certain Von Friedeburg would return with full powers to 
sign. I therefore decided to see the press and to describe to the corre- 
spondents all that was happening. 

Von Friedeburg got back to my headquarters while the press con- 
ference was in progress. | saw a stat officer enter the tent and knew 
he had the answer. I told the correspondents they could all go with 
me to my conference tent and witness the final scene.

The surrender ceremony 


HE German delegation was paraded again under the Union Jack, 
outside my caravan. I gave orders for the surrender ceremony to 
take place at once in a tent pitched for the purpose. The arrangements 
in the tent were very simpl trestle table covered with an army 
blanket, an inkpot, an ordinary army pen that you could buy in a 
shop for twopence.

N the 7th June 1945 1 flew to Antwerp to receive the freedom of 

the city. After the ceremony there was a civic luncheon, a tre- 
mendous affair, with very rich food and many courses. Rich food 
always upsets me and it certainly did so on this occasion. | began to 
feel ill soon after lunch and asked that the remainder of the program 
be cut short so that | could return to the airfield and fly back to my 
headquarters in Germany. This was at once arranged, my car was 
summoned and | drove through streets lined by cheering citizens— 
with myself sitting on the floor of the car being violently sick. After 
a while I felt well again. But the floor of the car was not in a good 
state and | apologized very humbly to the driver, who belonged to 
the local military headquarters and who had never driven me be- 
fore. He drew himself up, looked me in the face, and said, “Sir, it’s 
an honor.” And he meant it, 


aN I look back over the years Iam constantly reminded of the ex- 
tent to which my life has been influenced by four men: my father 
in my early life, Field Marshal Alan Brooke (now Viscount Alan- 
brooke) in much of my military life. and 
Winston Churchill and General Eisen- 
hower in the later years. 

My father, an Anglican bishop, was 
always a Triend, If ever there was a saint 
on carth, it was he. He got bullied a good 
deal by my mother and she could always 
make him do what she wanted. She ran 
all the family finances and gave my fa- 
ther 10 shillings a week. This sum had to 
include his daily lunch, and he was se- 
verely cross-examined if he meekly asked 
for another shilling before the end of 
the week. As for me, | worshiped him. 

I met Alanbrooke early in my career. 
For much of World War II he was Chief 
of the Imperial General Staff, Britain's gomery, was wise and gentle 
top soldier. He always stood firmly by _ bishop of Anglican Church. 
me when | was in trouble, and his ad- 
vice was the best I knew. Once you have 
managed to penetrate his quiet reserve, you find there the splendid 
qualities that one is so conscious of lacking oneself. | remember how 
angry I was when Eisenhower described him as a person who lacked 
the ability to weigh up conflicting factors in a problem and, like 
General Marshall, reach a rocklike decision.

It is my opinion that Alanbrooke and Winston Churchill together 
did more to ensure that we won World War II than any other two men.

with all humans, they were not by any means all good. Of all his re- 
markable traits I would put “domination” as the most prominent. 
He must dominate. He certainly dominated the events and persons 
surrounding him in the war years, as should all good leaders. You 
could look out for squalls if he was prevented from doing so. As time 
went on I ceased to regard him as my political chief. He became my 
friend. We were “Winston” and “Monty,” and so it is today. When 
he was presented with his portrait by the Cinque Ports in 1955, he 
being the Lord Warden, I was asked to attend the ceremony and pro- 
pose his health. I made a speech in his praise and concluded: 

“give you the toast of: Sir Winston Churchill, Knight of the Most 
Noble Order of the Garter, Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports, the 
greatest Englishman of all time.” 


Monty’s views on Ike 


ND last is Eisenhower, a remarkable and most lovable man. We 
did not always agree about the strategy and major tactics of the 
war in which we were engaged. But history will do no harm in talking 
about honest differences of opinion between us, provided, as in our 
case was the fact, it does so under the shadow of the great truth that 
Allied cooperation in Europe during World War II was brought to 
the greatest heights it has ever attained. Although it may be true to say 
that no one man could have been responsible for such an achievement, 
the major share of the credit goes to Eisenhower, without any doubt. 
I would not class Ike as a gi soldier in the true sense of the 
word. He might have become one if he had ever had the experience of 
exercising direct command of a division, corps and army, which un- 
fortunately for him did not come his way. But he was a great Supreme 
Commander, a military statesman. I know of no other person who 
could have welded the Allied forces into such a fine fighting machine 
in the way he did, and kept a balance among the many conflicting and 
disturbing elements which threatened at times to wreck the ship. 
Thave visited Ike regularly since he became President, always stay- 
ing with him and Mamie, either in the White House or in his home at 
Gettysburg. Our friendship has grown and developed, and today 1 
have the very greatest admiration and affection for him. I have read a 
good deal of American history and it is my belief that historians will 
record that Ike reached his greatest heights as President. . 
Where does his strength lie? He has a good brain and is very intel 
gent. But his real strength lies in his human qualities. He is a very 
great human being. He merely has to smile at you and you trust him 
at once. He is the very incarnation of sincerity. He has great common 
sense, People and nations give him their confidence. I am devoted to 
him and would do anything for him. He is a truly great man, and it 
is a tremendous honor to have his friendship. He has done a great 
deal for me, in difficult times and in good, and I can never adequately 
express what I owe to his personal kindness and forbearance. 


EFORE closing I must make clear my point of view about the 

future—a sort of final testament. The unity of the West is the 
goal which has to be reached if the Western Alliance is to flourish, 
We have a long road to travel before we reach it. 

The Western Alliance was brought into being because of fear of 
aggression from the East. Fear is the basic component of the cement 
which holds the Alliance together. No alliance based on fear alone 
has ever lasted because whenever fear recedes the cement begins to 
crumble. 

True unity involves a willingness to make sacrifices for the common. 
cause, An economic cement would be more permanent than one of 
fear. In any case, an important component of the new cement must be 
the solidarity of the English-speaking peoples and their determination 
to help the nations of continental Europe to defend their freedom and 
maintain their way of life. The hard core of that solidarity must be 
Anglo-American friendship. If that line breaks, that is the end for 
cach one of us, including the U.S. 

The British have been dealing with great world rroblems for cen- 
turies. The U.S. has only the experience of decades. But the Western 
world must understand that without the United States of America 
the Western Alliance would collapse. For its part the United States 
must exercise convincing powers of leadership in the free world. I 
often think that the United States’s foreign policy is inconsistent. She 
appears to have one policy in the Assembly of the United Nations, and 
another and different one when her own national interests are in- 
volved. These inconsistent policies have played a large part in the 
weakening of the general strategic position of the West. If continued, 
they could lead to the breakup of the Western Alliance. 

NATO must be strengthened. Now that its main object, the pre- 
vention of war, has been achieved, the time has come for a thorough 
overhaul of the whole organization. What should be done?

> Although a major war is unlikely, limited and cold war activities 
outside the NATO area are likely to increase. These must be handled 
firmly so that they do not become the forerunner of a full-scale war. 
The major contribution of certain selected nations to NATO defense 
could well be to produce forces which are organized and equipped 
for these contests. 

» The politico-military structure needs a searching examination. It 
is top heavy, expensive and does not work well. Staffs should be 
ruthlessly pruned and paperwork cut. Furthermore the NATO Coun- 
cil is in Paris, while its military advisers are in Washington, How 
can two organizations cooperate closely and efficiently if they are 
3,000 miles apart? 

> There is no organization for the higher direction of any war in 
which we might become engaged. 

> National organizations for producing the forces we need in peace 
and war are unsound in the case of many Continental nations. They 
are based largely on a system under which large groups of men are 
called up only in times of emergency. This system is out of date. 

> Simplicity and decision, two absolute essentials in war, have dis- 
appeared from the NATO military organization. We are producing 
commanders trained in the art of compromise. 

> The high cost of defense is not being seriously tackled, except in 
the United Kingdom. There are many ways in which the over-all cost 
to the NATO nations can be reduced. One is that when the German 
contribution is complete, we should aim to get a proportion of the 
armed forces of the other Continental nations (i.e., all but the U.S., 
Britain and Canada) back into their own countries, thus saving ex- 
penditure on foreign currency. Total readiness to meet a successful 
attack is unnecessary. Such an attack is highly unlikely at this ti 


How to cut costs 


VERY efficient way to reduce defense expenditure would Le to 

have collective balanced forces for NATO asa whole rather than 
on a national or regional basis as at present. Such a system also 
would tend to bind the nations more closely together since they would 
be dependent on each other. It would be joint defense in the true 
sense of the word. 

The war we shall have to fight for the next 10 years will not in- 
clude a shooting war in Europe. We have managed to postpone that. 
We now face an economic and financial war, directed at the very 
foundations of our civilization and standard of living, If we lose it, 
international Communism will gain a bloodless victory. 

Obviously, we must do some new thinking if we are to have a sure 
defense against the changed threat—and for less cost. We will not 
get the right answer by keeping our eyes fixed on every tree in NATO. 
We must be sure we never lose sight of the global wood. 

The Western Alliance must be based on unity, hope and courage, 
cemented together by the joint strength of some 450 million people. 
The Hungarians have reminded the world what can be achieved by 
courage alone. If the Western Alliance can have strength and cour- 
age, there is no limit to what it could achieve, provided that its mem- 
bers also have unity in the true sense.

As Pioneer sped off from earth its precipitous path was tracked by 
an elaborate global network of extraordinarily sensitive receiving an- 
tennas. As its clear signals were collected, a variety of data was tran 
mitted almost instantaneously to a data reduction center in Hawthorne, 
Calif. There Pioneer's discoveries were fed into a massive computing 
machine. Then, within hours of launching, its findings were given 
the world, They made news of tremendous importance—especially to

across turf that varies in texture from a doormat’s to a billiard 
table’s—and with the golfer riding a bicycle.

at what would have been the right instant for the planned trajec- 
tory, but a few seconds prematurely for the actual trajectory. The 
third and terminal stages, therefore, were kicked off when Pioneer 
had a velocity of only 34,400 feet per second instead of the 35,250 
fps necessary to reach the moon. 

By about 3 p.m. E.S.T. Saturday, the computers in the Data 
Reduction Canter at Hawthorne, Calf. showed that Pioneer was on 
a course which not only would fail to intersect the moon but would 
result in an elliptical orbit with an apex of 79,120 miles and a 
returning course that would intersect the earth. So Pioneer would 
not reach the moon. But BMD’s technicians immediately sought 
to alter its orbit into one that would at least be scientifically 
productive during the two-week life of its batteries, i.e., an orbit 
around the earth. Their only lever was the retro-rocket. To be 
used properly, itsaxis had to be correctly oriented toward the earth; 
to be set off at all, it had to be within electronic view of either 
the powerful Hawaii or Floridastation. Both these conditions would 
obtain on Sunday morning. Hawaii tried to trigger the retro-rocket 
but could not. It tried four times; Canaveral tried also. Nothing 
happened. 

The data tapes in Hawthorne, recording conditions inside Pio- 
neer, unfurled the explanation: the temperature within the pay- 
load had dropped from an expected 70°F to a scant 36°, a level 
at which the batteries could no longer make the necessary connec- 
tions to fire the charge that would ignite the rocket. The paint 
pattern so precisely calculated for the payload’s planned orien- 
tation toward the sun was worthless for the deviated orientation. 

As a last resort the scientists cut the payload’s transmitting 
duties to a minimum for four hours in the hope that the bat- 
teries would recoup. One scientist, waiting for the time to pass, 
read a space-fiction paperback, Destination Infinity. 

Another nudged him. ‘Turn to the last chapter,” he said.

But to date Pasternak remains at 
peace, protected perhaps by his very fame, perhaps (to paraphrase 
his book) by the “irresistible force of unarmed truth.” Last week 
Photographer Jerry Cooke told of his visit to Pasternak: 

“T didn’t tell anyone I was going out there. I just took the electric 
train, walked a few kilometers and finally found a man digging trenc 
es in a garden. I asked him if he could tell me where I could find 
Pasternak. He smiled and said, You found him.’
